The family consisted 
of his wife, Delia Jfc Gardner, a lifte-'ii- 
montfcs-old daughter, and Mrs. Gardner, 
the wife's mother. The doctor was a fine- 
looking man of fortj-fonr years of age, 
ami the wife a lady-like brunette about 
twenty-eight They were fiist cousins, and 
hail been married eight years ago in Jeffer- 
son County, X. Y. Tlie mother-in-law had 
lived with them about six ytura. 


The couple seemed to have lived happily 


till about a year ago,, when the doctor lost 
some money, and became rather crabbed 
in his manner and complained of his witc's 
behavior. All the friends say that theie 
was not the slightest ground for the doc- 
toi's complaints, but it seemed to prey very 
much on Mrs. Gardner, who told her friends 
that it nearly diove her crazy, as she 
was wrapped up in her husband and child. 
Mrs, Gardner, the mother-in-law, said she 
had lived with Dr. Gardner and his witc six 
years, and the doctor had always treated 
her with tlie greatest kindness, and petted 
his wife like a baby. Recently he ha»l had 
Mine financial troubles, and this had 
caused him to find fault with his wife, 
lor \\hich he had no cause. Her daugh- 
ter \v as greatly worried at it, and had fre- 
quently told her it would drive her crazy. 
Yusterday the doctor had said he was go- 
ing away to Rock Falls, ami he refused to 
say whether he was coming back or not. 
His trunk had been sent on, and he had 
bidden her good-bye before she heard the 
shooting. Her daughter had pleau'edwith 
tlie doctor not to leave her, and she was 
sure his refusals to listen to her had driver 
hir out of her mind. 


Under the sofa ill Mrs. Gardner's room 


was found the pistol lying in a box with the 
cover off. It is a small "blue jacket" 
seven-shooter, twenty-two caliber, and t*x 
chambers were discharged.

and his family were in the habit of taking 
their meals at Stone's restaurant, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Stone say that the doctor was in 
there about one o'clock, appaiently cheer- 
ful.

with Mrs. Stone, and thsJc lady says slie has 
acted strangely for some time. As she was

said she thought her heart would break, 
and burst out crying.

and other foreigners ore getting rich in this 
city on wages which would not be sufficient 
to keep Americans, Irishmen, and Germans 
from going hungry. It will only be a few 
7cars bsforo the wage-workers who really 
:aro f jr the comfort and happiness of their 
families will find no place to hoU them iu 
;his whole big city. The Americans are go- 
ing to the wall, and the thrifty Poles, Bo 
iemians, and others ere comjug to the 
tiont 
How do they do it? Let ma tell 


you. 
"I have lived in this city since 1888. When 


t ilrst came bore I could almost count on my 
fingors all the Poles living north of Chicago 
avenue. Now that part at the city lying be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee avenues and 
the river is almost given up to the Poles. 
More ure coming to the city all the time. 
Tha young folks marry at a very early age 
mid generally raise large families. 
The 


Polibh laborer lives with his wife and family 
iu one or two little rooms. He worfcs at any- 
thing ho can got and for any wages he can 
get. When he goos to ask for work he asks 
tor nothing else—the v> ages may be anything. 
Fei haps ho gefc 75 cents n day, perhaps he 
gets?2ada>— at least he gets something, 
a:id isn't, idle. 
Then his wife, in all 


probability, is working, barefoot, 
in a 


garden at the northern border oE thfl city, 
bbe gets 60 or 75 cents a day. Large nura- 
b n of Polish women are employed in the 
:.-ieat market gardens between hero and 
I'.avcnswood. I meet them going and com 
ing, walking with bare feet and perhaps 
eai rying heavy loads of firewood or of un- 
salable vegetable". They find employment 
in the gardens from April until November, 
Many Polish women also wheel brick in the 
yards at Lake View.
